A rtt of iDBtructtons In each eaa« 
bad been prepared and were read at 
the meeting, but aa they were found 
not to conform In several particulars 
to tha Tlam of the cabinet tbey will be 
reeaat on aomeidiat dlttsrent lines 
within the next two or three days and 
presented to the president for his ap- 
proval. 

It la aald that tbeae inatructiona will 
deal almost entirely with mattera of 

detail. 

The commissioners will "be charged 
with proTldinf troops for the occupa- 
tion of cities and towns as rapidly as 
ifet Spasisb forces ars withdrawn; the 
oollectton of the customs and otier 
revenues, and the maintenance of 
peace; they will receive tl.p arms and 
Other public property surrendered by 
tha ipaalnrds, and axareito all of the 
functions of fovernment over the sur- 
rendered territory until such time as 
the president shall otherwise direct. 

It Is believed that the commissioners 
to both Cuba and Porto Rlco will be 
ready to sail tor thair poaU of duty 
^ within tha ne« t few day s.

Waahington. Aug. 24c— The navy de- 
HtrtaMit opM«d Mis for 16 torpedo 
boat deatroyara and 12 torpedo boata. 
to cost In tha aggregate not to exceed 
$(,900,000. These 2t destroyers and 
torpede boats constitute the largest 
single addition ever made to the navy. 
TM deatroyara are to be cpmpleted 
iMIthlh 11 months aUt tha twrpedo 
hSpUt within 12 months. According to 
titO requirements of the department 
the destroyers are to have a guar&n- 
tald Bffiwa of M knots, and tha torpedo 
binta te ka«f& Tkm «a«6r*fara aye 
to he about 400 tens and art to coat 
not more than $195,000 each, while the 
torpede boats are to be about 160 tons 
and to coat not more than $170,000

Hayana, Ang. 2d. — Tho authoritiea 
baTe declined to allow the landing of 

a number of American correspondents 
who arrived off the harlmr from San- 
tiago. Mr. Jerome, the BriUsh consul, 
railed upon General Blanco and urged 
him to allow the correspondents to 
land, Oeneriil Blanco, however, de- 
olinrd to comply with the rfQuest, on 
tne ground that their presence In Ha- 
vana prior to the arrival of the mili- 
tary commissioners from the United 
States might prejudice the worli of the 
commissioners whilo dlacuaaihg tha 
peace details. 

Coaling For Thoir Long Trip. 

San Francisco, Aug. 24. — The trans- 
ports Australia and City of Sydney 
have begun coaling. They will proba- 
bly sail for Honolulu on next Saturday 
with the Scandla, conveying the troops 
which may later on be sent to Manilla. 
It is understood that the Eighth Cali- 
fornia will be one of the last regiments 
to go. One of the Sixth California and 
the First Washington are not included 
in the Philippine forces, and therefore 
have no chance of going away. The 
same is true of tha Fourth California 
heavy artillery. 

Cavalrymen to Ba DUuioitntad. 

Washington, Aug. 24. — Senator 
Hansbrough of North Dakota had a 
conference with the preaident in behalf 
of Grigsby'a Rough Riders, who are 
anxious to be kept in service and sent 
to either Cuba or Porto Rlco. The 
senator learned that it has been de- 
cided to muster out all of the volun- 
teer oavalry but that it may be poaaible 
for cavalrymen wishing to remain in 
service to be dlamoQiitod and k^t aa 
Infantrymen. 

Prtaee to Be SeloMod. 

Washington, Aug. S4.— The govani- 
meut has withdrawn ita appeal In the 
cases of the Spanish prise ships Miguel 
Jovar and Catalina. and as soon as the 
necessary formalities can bo cetaipliod 
with thane vessels will be released 
It was held by the United States dis- 
trict court in Florida that although 
these caaea did not com* within the 
terms of the praaldont'a proclamation 
they undoubtodly did como within lU 
Intent , 

Met Sorlona. 

Washington, Aug. 24 — The navy de- 
partment received a dispatch from 
Rear Admiral Schley's wife, saying 
that in her opinion bis illness was 
not serious and thot hs probably would 
be around in a few daya. With this 
reassurance there iB felt to be no oo- 
caslon for substitutint another name 
for that of the rear admiral on the 
Porto Mean military commiaaion un- 
leaa his iUnaaa should bocomo mors 
grave.

Thoroushfarav Va., Aug. 24.— Sight 
more witacaaea for the defonae raiialn 

to be examined In the case of Captain 
Duncan, Twenty-second Kansas, charg- 
ed with opening graves.

the position of German Cathollca met 
with approval. 

The words of the pope as they were 
delivered to Bishop Messmer, as he 
presented them, were to the effect that 
it waa to be regretted that ao many 
Catholics were sending thoir chlldrsn 
to the public schools in plaoo of the 
parochial schools.

JTg Dtar BnlheramI 9Uer: I have Jurt closed a 
letter to mother and father wbieb tbey will 
doubtlem send yon, but I feel you should not 
pass If I iiave an opportunity to writs. The tea' 
son my communlo«tloiu home hare t>oen so rare 
and so scanty U, first, because I have been too 
busy to write and again there has not been 
euougb that was pleasant to tell. I am opposed 
to telling unpleasant things to mother and father 
at all, nor do I (tare to tell tliem to anyboily ua- 
tll the trouble i* over. At the present wiiiiug 
"everything is lovely and the goose liaiigs hiyh. 
We have jiwt Ixeii r, lieved of the duty of >;uiird- 
lug the ."^imnlsh ( amii. We did guard duty iiii;ht 
and day for two weiks. Company I, .luarded 
a Hue three iiuariers of a mile long. The annoy 
HiiCes of our kituntion have been considerable 
It rains ome or twieeaday. l iit rarely at night- 
thank the Lord. Between showers the smi 
couus diiv, 11 with all its tro|iical fury. 

Kvery other hush and weed is poisonous ; Hies, 
mosiiuttocs, stluging insects, llzzaids, scorpions 
and tarantulas exist In distressing abiyidanre. I 
did my night shift of guard bundled up in a mos- 
quito bar, and wearing socks on my baudk for 
protection. Kven tbeu my bands and wrIsU 
wdite slghu for a while— and itched terribly. In 
shady and moist plaoea, of which one can scarce- 
ly go amiss, the very earth stinks. 

Praetloally. everybody has been sick. During 
the two weeks' guard duty only five men con- 
t i u ued able to do duty. I am thankful I was one 
of the flre. ror awhile it worked the welt ones 
exceedingly hard to do the guard and oare for 
the sick too. We had . to cook— every fellow by 
bis own flre. and with poor equipments, make 
the most of aa irregular and injudicieus supply 
of food in the shape of the rawest kind of raw 
materials. We bad to carry ail water for a mile 
up one of ths stetpot bills and boil It before it 
WM^ lit for use. Kor a while I got only from two 
and a half to four hours rest in th9 twenty-four 
hours. 

Hut it s is all over lunv. pra, tit ally. ( >n Satur- 
day evening we had the lest mean dose when we 
man hed to our present position through rain 
and mud and 'ie],t In wet blankets and wet 
clothes ou the wet uroiind. Two nights of unin- 
terrupted rest has put ii^ iii u'ood shape. Kor my 
part I feel as well as 1 evei did in my life. 

The First Illinois have won no gory honors as 
the Kough Riders hnve done, but they have faced 
a I >ndltlon wh'ch has sent more to the liospltals 
and to their graves than Spanish bullets have 
done. Korawhile many t meseach evening was 
beard the three volleys which aniiouucud that 
some poor fellow would not see his uative Uud 
again. One of the University l>oys in Company 
L la numbered with thedaad. His name is Paul 
Q. tie Maitre. 

This supplementa In a war rather more gloomy 
than I could wish, the account in the letter 
home. But I want to say that not for one instant 
have I ever felt bine, or regretted that I am 
where I am. I am not in it for fun, and I am 
prepared for the worst that comes. No, I would 
not care lo be transferred simply to be with 
Messrs. Hutchios and Duriett, although It would 
be a great pleasure to be near one's neighbors. I 
could desire a transfer only to share the fortunes 
of the boys irom my uative State, and alMve all 
to do my utmost, small as that might be, to up- 
hold the honor and credit of old Kentucky. 

Kmbarklug of troops ha.s begtni. We take our 
turn and proceed to a summer resort <iu Long 
Island. I have learned thlh (our destination) 
from our Captain since I closed the letter home.

Prevention of DiiteaNe in Suuiuier. 
A distinguished Philadelphia physi- 
cian, Dr. Solis-Cohen, gives the following 
timely hints upon health : "Ice'water for- 
bidden; all drinking water to hi- boiled. 
Cheese, cream pulls, canned goods re- 
garded with suspicion. Especially avoid 
the ice rn^am furnished at Sunday school 
pic nics. Beer, with exceeding discre- 
tion. The alimentary oanal to be kept 
dean. With infants, if dfaurrhoea sets up, 
use a mild purge and diet carefully. If 
the child suffers much pain, use the oam- 
phoretad tincture of opium (parc^'oric) 
which is the most available preparation 
for this purpose. Avoid powerful as- 
tringents Ui the early treatment of the 
case. Remember that the th ree i m port- 
ant factors in the produc tion of the disease 
are intestinal irritation, heat prostration 
and toxoemia.

IMPORTANT DECISIONS 



Resardiag War Revsaae Neasire Haaded 
Demi by Internal Revenue Cea- 
missioner Siott. 

Proprietors of "bucket sh.ips" who ne- 
gotiate sales of stoclu and bonds are held 
to be liable as brokers $50 on these trans- 
actions, and where they also negotiate 
sales of grain and produce they are to be 
held liable to an additional special tax 
on these trabsaetlona as eommereiai bro- 
kers, $20. 

The following is 'a reversal of a former 
decision, and is of considerable import- 
ance: A certificate of acknowledgement 
to a deed, where the consideration of the 
deed is $100 or less, or to a mortgage, 
where the consideration is $1,000 or lees, 
does not riMjulre a stamp. 

Telegraph messages sent by the Asso- 
ciated Press over their own private lines 
to different newspapers are not required 
to be stamped, , 

When one uses a leased Western Union 
telegraph wire for which he pays a stipu- 
lated annual rental and has the exclusive 
use, and for which he employs his own 
operator, stamp tax is required from him 
on messages sent by him over this wire 
relating to his own private business. 

Retail dealers are not permitted to re- 
move chewing gum from original stam ped 
packages and place it in a show case. 
The Commissioner, however, rules that 
the gum may be placed in a vending ma- 
chine. 

A teacher's certi6cate] issued by a 
County Superintendent of,^£Pablie In* 
strnction, or other ofHcer of State, county 
or municipality, or given under regula- 
tions adopted in connection with the 
public schools, is held to be for govern- 
menul purposes rather than for private 
uses, and does not require a stamp. 

The payment of tax on messages sent 
by a telegraph oompany and then trans- 
mitted by a telephone company does not 
exempt the last named from paying a tax 
also. 

Wine given to salesmen to be distribu- 
ted as free samples must be stamped. 

An order payable or redeemable in 
merchandise only, and not in money, 
does not require the 2-cent stamp. Re- 
bate eheeki on trains, given by conduc- 
tors, which are redeemable by the com- 
paltoy's agent upon presentation, require 
a stamp. 

A bond filed by order of court to obtain 
a decree or order for the sale of real es- 
tate is a bond given in a legal prooeod 
ing, and is exempt from tax. 

Mere agreements to build housss are 
not taxable, but if bonds are included for 
the faithful performance of work or con- 
tracts they are held to be subjeot to tax 
as bonds. 

No stamp is reqnbed upon the transfer 
by indorsement of a promissory note. 

Promissory notes which have matured, 
and which have been allowed to run 
without suit, although interest was .paid, 
are not looked upon M renewilsJbiut aa ^
